REMARKS 


The present claims were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting over the claims of US 7,452,606. While applicants do not acquiesce to the 
propriety of the rejection and take the position that the present claims are indeed patentably 
distinct from those of the '606 patent, filed herewith is a terminal disclaimer to remove the 
rejection.
